The legislature Tuesday was asked 
by the state building commission to 
amend the enabling act providing for a 
new state office building so the com­ 
mission can consider sites o ther than 
those adjacent to the State house. 
The commission refused to .purchase 
land available because the price asked 
was not satisfactory, the report stated. 
Early action was urged to eliminate 
“the fire hazard now ex isting, imperil­ 
ing valuable records.” 
Delay will mean additional ex pense 
for land, the report cited, pointing out 
that nearby land that has advanced 
from $750 to $4500 a front foot in the 
last 22 years. 
. 
The report recommended improving 
the .present State House basement so 
additional space would 
be available 
for storage and files and that the pres­ 
ent heating plant be abandoned and 
the State House, annex and the pro­ 
posed new building be heated by the 
penitentiary plant. 
Sites proposed included the old City 


hall site, frontage including the City 
hall site and land west, frontage on 
the east side of Third street across 
from the State House annex and the 
no rtheast corner of State and Third 
streets.

Erection of a tower on present State 
House addition to north and south of 
thp annex , removal of the annex and 
construction of a building 60x 360 feet 
fronting on Third street, twin camp­ 
aniles on the no rtheast and southeast 
corners of the State House grounds, 
four buildings on corners of the pres­ 
ent grounds companion building to the 
rear and 
north 
and south 
of the 
State House, purchase and remodel­ 
ing of office buildings that could be 
purchased 
convenient 
to 
the Stat* 
House, building of monumental type 
on the river front between Broad and 
State streets, and 
abandonment 
of 
a new Capitol on ground 
at 
North 
High street and Eleventh avenue, now 
included in the Ohio State university 
campus. 


A report of Herbert S. Briggs, state 
architect, included 
in the 
building 
commission’s 
report, 
recommended 
that the proposed building be erected 
outside the State House grounds.

ly associated—was in 1868 when Mark 
Twain was a newspaper correspondent 
in Washington. 
He had arranged for

with Grant, say s the 
Mentor, and had looked forward to it 
with lively expectations, b ut when he 
gazed into the Imperturab le, unsmiling 
face of the soldier he found himself 
for once in his life with nothing in 
particular to say . 
Grant nodded to 
him and waited in silence. 
At last 
Mark Twain’s native resources came 
to his rescue. 
“General,” he said, “I seem to b e 
a little emb arrassed. 
Are y ou?” 
That b roke the Ice. and all went well 
with them thereafter. 
In 1879 they met again.
